The interest rate to members of the 
Stephenville Production Credit Asso­ 
ciation was reduced one-half of one 
per cent on all money advanced tvegin- 
ning February -4, 1989, Garland Eu­ 
bank, Secretary-Treasured announced 
for the Board of Directors of the Ste­ 
phenville Production Credit Associa­ 
tion. 
“This is made possible/’ said Mr.
